INSTALLMENT RETAIL BOOK SELL- 
ING. 


“In the ordinary book trade,” says Edward 
Mott Woolley, the well known business writer 
in a recent issue of Printer’s Ink,* quoting a 
bookseller, “there is little aggressive selling; 
in the installment book trade the work is vig- 
orously pressed. Doesn’t this suggest oppor- 
tunities for the book store? I believe that we 
retailers are neglecting a great opportunity 
by not selling generally on installments. The 
book market is very elastic. We could sell 
four times the number of books that we do 
sell, and get our pay for them. 

“One day a boy in his teens came into my 
store and asked if I would sell a set of Dick- 
ens on installment. I said no, because I was 
doing a cash business; but I told him where 
to buy. He bought, and paid for that set by 
cutting grass and doing chores about town. 
When I got to thinking the matter over I made 
up my mind I was a chump. Why shouldn't 
I have sold that set myself? What good is 
a cash business if a man starves to death on 
it? And couldn’t retail booksellers find lots 
of boys who would build up home libraries 
just that way? 

“In books there is very little co-operation 
between the publisher and retailer. Wouldn't 
it be possible, perhaps with the backing of the 
publisher, to fit out countless homes with li- 
braries that would include selections of stand- 
ard sets, popular novels, juveniles and books 
of reference?” 

Mr. Woolley’s remarks are in the course 
of an extended and suggestive article on the 
Installment Market and the Selection of Cus- 
tomers for It, an article so suggestive that 
no live bookseller can afford to let it go by.

For the PusiisHers’ WEEKLY believes in the 
practicability and desirability of adapting 
nearly all the methods of the subscription 
book business to the retail bookselling field, 
and, as it has often before pointed out* it 
believes that installment selling is one of 
them. 

As Mr. Woolley summarizes, almost every- 
thing from a diamond pin to an education 
can and has been sold on the installment 
plan. The accounts can be secured easily 
enough, but will they, when secured, prove de- 
sirable accounts? Will they lapse, leaving 
used returned goods on the seller’s hands? 
Will they develop an unduly high percentage 
of actually crooked customers? 

On the latter point one is reassured by sta- 
tistics. People in general are honest. Losses 
from bad credit and crookedness do not with 
the largest installment houses exceed three 
percent and average two. Not perhaps that 
people are fundamentally honest in this pro- 
portion but the restraining influence of so- 
ciety, neighborhood reputation, come to the 
help of the installment seller. It should be 
noted, however, that the best installment 


houses carefully pick their credit risks. One 
furniture house rejects twenty per cent 
of its applicants; a restaurant fixture 
house turns down ninety-five per cent 


of buyers who want time (mortality in 
the restaurant field being high); a jew- 
elry house rejects only twenty-five per 
cent of its applicants, and yet counts losses of 
less than two per cent. Of course the smaller 
the seller’s clientele the more carefully he 
must pick his risks, lest the law of averages 
work against rather than for him; yet though 
the local dealer in any line must pick install- 
ment customers carefully, he is in a much 
better position than the nation-wide, mail- 
order dealer to pick them wisely and with 
knowledge. 

Say what you may with perfect truth 
against the greater advantage of cash sales, 
the financial load of carrying installment ac- 
counts for long periods, the temptation to the 
customer to over-buy, the credit risk, the prob- 
lem of “returns”—this fact remains: markets 
of a hundred sorts have been immensely 
broadened by the installment plan, literally 
millions of sales have been effected which 
would never have been made if they had had 
to be all cash down. 

It is said that eighty-five 


per cent 


*Notably in its issue for Oct. 17, 1914. 
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of all the pianos in existence in this 
country were sold on a monthly pay- 
ment basis and that the same is rapidly 
becoming the ratio for phonograph sales. 
Typewriters and sewing-machines are in 
the necessity class, but over half of all sold 
of each are bought on installments. Thou- 
sands of agricultural implements that the 
farmer would have gotten along without—to 
his detriment—have been sold by letting him 
take a year paying. Hundreds of small manu- 
facturers have been launched into successful 
new businesses, which otherwise could never 
have been started at all, because bigger manu- 
facturers gave them “time,” three or four 
years of it sometimes. Many an article on 
the luxury boarder-line has been swept from 
failure to splendid success by the simple pro- 
cess of changing from cash sales to letting 
buyers pay for it a little at a time. 

Books are a luxury. Nearly everyone would 
like to own some, to have a “library.” Be- 
cause books can be bought piece-meal the 
psychological effect of buying many on the 
installment plan has been overlooked. It isn’t 
merely paying a little at a time: it is being 
obliged to pay a little every little while that 
swells installment sales. The book subscrip- 
tion people have always realized the possibili- 
ties of the installment plan. Books are one 
of the leading lines so sold. But the trade, 
the retail bookseller, who should have had this 
business, has not had it. As one result of this 
anomalous state of affairs, subscription book- 
selling has of recent years come in for severe 
and often merited criticism. It is time, from 
several points of view, for a reform.

ASSOCIATED BOOKSELLERS OF 
GREAT BRITAIN AND IRELAND 
MEET. 


Unper the present exceptional circumstan- 
ces it was, of course, impossible for the annual 
gathering of the Associated Booksellers’ to be 
held in the ordinary way, with the usual com- 
bination of business and pleasure. The Coun- 
cil therefore decided that the Annual Meeting 
should be held in London in a more or less 
formal manner and that the social part of 
the arrangements should be omitted. The 
number of members present at the Cannon 
Street Hotel on May 13, was consequently 
limited, but all were glad to find that the 
President, Mr. Keay, had sufficiently recovered 
from his long and serious illness to take the 
chair. Among those present were Messrs. 
Bowes, Blackwell, Hanson, Denny (vice- 
presidents), E. Pearce (Hon. Sec.), F. Brown, 
J. Truslove, D. J. Knox, T. N. Philip, J. J. 
Golder, A. Wilson, E. H. Martin, H. E. Young, 
H. E. Alden, C. Linnell, E. J. Sowerby, B. H. 
Saxton, F. H. Hockliffe, G. Bates, Richardson 
(Boots Ltd.), W. Hunt, C. Timeus, J. Ruther- 
ford, Hugh Rees, W. J. Barwick, J. S. Thorn- 
ton, F. S. Homewood, Mrs. Homewood, C. 
Porter, C. Young, Joanes, W. J. Squires. 

The Report of the Council, as presented and 
adopted, called attention to the gratifying co- 
operation of the trade in raising a Belgian 
Book Trade Relief Fund. The report noted 
with regret that efforts made to bring about 
a joint conference of the publishers and book- 
sellers had proved unsuccessful. 

In the discussion following the adoption of 
the report the question of the unfairness of 
giving a discount to ministers on net books 
was brought forward. It was mentioned that 
the number of net books published had great- 
ly decreased, but this was said to be a tempo- 
rary condition due to the war. 

The officers and council for last year were 
re-elected. 


NOTES FROM PARIS. 
[Special Correspondence to the London “Bookseller” 
and the New York PuBLISHERS’ WEEKLY. ] 

Not the least of the misdeeds of this detest- 
able war is that it spoiled what would have 
probably been a record year in French bibliog- 
raphy. By the end of July the number of 
books published in 1914 showed an increase 
of 509 over the corresponding period of 1913, 
and there was every reason that a proportion- 
ate lead would be maintained during the rest 
of the year. But then came a sudden down- 
fall. August, which is always the dullest 
month of the whole year in the Paris book- 
trade, was virtually a blank; the next succeed- 
ing months were but little better, and though 
a good few presses are now running, neither 
in quantity nor still less in quality is the out- 
put anything like what it ought to be in an 
average year. The last five months of 1914, 
coinpared with those of 1913, show a falling 
off of 3001 volumes, says the Bibliographie de 
la France. The principal subjects which make 
up this deficiency are: Essays and Belles- 
Lettres, 380 volumes; Domestic Economy and

Social Science, 387; History, 340; Educational, | 


256; Religious, 134; Scientific, 217; Travels 
and Geography, 134; Medical, 133; Art, 30; 
and Almanacks, 80. Fiction and light litera- 
ture declined to the extent of about 900 
volumes. 

In some few subjects, however, there was 
an increase. Chief amongst these is, of 
course, books on military matters, which, in 
time of peace, have a limited sale, and can 
only be procured from special publishers, but 
which now flood the bookstalls, and are eager- 
ly purchased by coffee-house Caesars who 
think they could end the war in three weeks 
if they had supreme command of the army. 
There has been no diminution in the num- 
ber of musical pieces and songs—many writ- 
ten before the war having presumably been 
kept back till the opening of the autumn sea- 
son. Why there should have been an in- 
creased number of works on Angling, the 
Protestant Religion, Mineral Waters, the 
Portuguese Language, and African dialects is 
not very evident, but possibly very few vol- 
umes on these subjects were needed to turn 
the scale. 

It is no sin for a man to labor in his voca- 
tion, and it is the business of a critic to 
criticise. There being very few books pub- 
lished at present, and those few of a poor 
quality, the reviewers have fallen back upon 
“Books published before the war,” and get in 
short notices of productions of that time on 
days when there has been no fresh develop- 
ments of German “frightfulness,” and a few 
stickfuls are needed to fill up the scanty 
columns of the daily papers.

I feel much inclined to follow their example, 
for it so happened that on the very day war 
was declared I received a copy of a book en- 
titled “L’Auteur d’Hamlet et son Monde” 
(Paris: Ferdinando) by M. Celestin Demblon. 
It was a continuation or amplification of 
“Lord Rutland est Shakespeare’—a book 
which I had felt it my duty to “slate” in 
these columns, so far as my poor abilities 
in that line permitted. I was not moved to 
righteous indignation by the fact that a 
claim to the authorship of the immortal plays 
had been put forward in favor of a hitherto 
unknown personage... M. Demblon, or any 
other man, has an indefeasible right to be- 
lieve that all we attribute to Shakespeare was 
written by Rutland or Bacon, or some “Great 
Unknown.” He may even believe, as does a 
well-known actor, that Shakespeare only sup- 
plied the scene-plot of the plays, and the 
actors “gagged” the dialogue. But whatever 
theory may be adopted it is first necessary to 
eliminate Shakespeare. A _ certain person 
named William Shakespeare did live and 
move and have his being, and is buried at 
Stratford-on-Avon. His name has been re- 
vered by ten generations of playgoers and 
readers throughout the civilized world, and 
it seemed to me intolerable impudence that 
we should be asked to dethrone the idol of 
our hearts on the mere ipse dixit of some 
foreign faddist. 

Having demolished the inconvenient Shake- 
speare to his own satisfaction, by what he 
called negative evidence, M. Demblon pro- 
ceeded in the second volume to adduce what 
he termed positive evidence that “Hamlet” and 
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the other plays were written by Lord Rutland. 
The evidence might satisfy an infant school 
—provided the children were not too preco- 
cious—but there was much less indiscriminate 
abuse of a man who had never done him any 
harm. The stones which had been used to 
pelt the memory of Shakespeare were now 
employed in the construction of a lop-sided 
altar intended to support the flaccid figure of 
a weak-kneed fetish. 

I had read a great part of the book and 
had prepared a review of it, but the war was 
then raging in Belgium and the city of Liége 
making a gallant defence. As M. Demblon is 
member for that city in the Belgian Parlia- 
ment, and was, no doubt, doing his best to 
aid the gallant defenders of the country, it 
appeared to be hardly the right moment to 
make unkind remarks about his book, so I 
dropped the MS. of the article into the waste- 
paper basket. 

If I ever had the self-conceit to imagine 
that anything I could write might annoy M. 
Demblon, that feeling has been dissipated by 
a slip of “Opinions of the Press,” which M. 
Demblon’s publisher has just sent me. 

If M. Demblon’s career were not one long 
list of oratorical triumphs I should be inclined 
to believe that Bruges was the city where he 
was most appreciated. All that is clear is 
that there is either an exiguity in the dimen- 
sions of the hall or the good people of Bruges 
have an infatuation for lectures. The lecture 
was on “Shakespeare,” and—as we learn from 
a footnote—‘M. Demblon had not yet dis- 
covered Rutland,” so that he was, so to speak, 
backing a scratched horse. The only parallel 
case that occurs to mind is the young woman 
in one of Mark Twain’s short stories, who 
travels hundreds of miles to nurse a wounded 
lover, and, when he recovers, finds that she 
has wasted all her care and attention on the 
wrong man. 

Not till some years later did M. Demblon 
discover that the real author of Shakespeare’s 
plays was Roger Manners, Earl of Rutland, 
who, by an excess of modesty, never claimed 
the authorship. The advantages of self-ad- 
vertisement were not known in his days.

SUPREME COURT DECISION IN “WEB- 
STER” CASE. 


THe Supreme Court of the United States 
handed down, a week ago Monday, a decision 
in the case of G. & C, Merriam Co. vs. Syndi- 
cate Publishing Company adverse to the former 
firm. It is said to have settled the question 
that the word “Webster” as a name for dic- 
tionaries is not exclusive property. 

Just how sweeping.the decision is cannot be 
told without further examination of the com- 
plete. text, which the PuBLisHEeRs’ WEEKLY hopes 
to be able to give in full in next week’s issue. 
“It appears,” says the court, “that the registra- 
tion of the trade-marks relied upon, having'the 
name ‘Webster’ as their chief characteristic, 
was made long after the expiration of the 
copyright securing to the publishers the ex- 
clusive right to publish the Webster diction- 
aries. After the expiration of a copyright of 
that character, it is well settled that the further 
use of the name, by which the publication was 
known and sold under the copyright, cannot 
be acquired by registration as a trade-mark.”

LETTERS MAY BE ATTACHED TO PARCELS. 


PosTMASTER MorGAN invites attention to the 
fact that it is permissible to attach a com- 
munication enclosed in an envelope having 
postage prepaid thereon at the first class rate, 
to the outside of a parcel of fourth class 
matter properly prepaid at the rate applicable 
to the parcels. Letters and parcels mailed 
together in this manner reach the addressee 
at the same time. This is often necessary or 
desirable and a great convenience, and serves 
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to prevent misunderstandings, avoids confu- 

sion, and facilitates the trausaction of busi- 

ness. a yards! 
The envelope containing the communication 


should be tied to or other wise securely at- | 
tached to the outside of the parcel in such 


manner as to prevent its separation therefrom, 
and not to interfere with the address on the 
parcel. The adresses on the envelope and on 
the parcel must correspond. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 


SAMUEL CaRSON, one of the best-known 
book trade salesmen in his time, died after a 
brief illness at his home in Yonkers, age 69 
years. 
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SAMUEL CARSON 
1846-1915 


America at a very early age. He entered the 
employ of that famous old saint of the profes- 
sion, A. D. F. Randolph, in 1859 remaining 
with him seven years. During the war be- 
tween the states he answered the call for 
volunteers in 1862, and obtaining a leave of 
absence he went to the front, when only 16, 
with the “Washington Grays.” In 1866 he ac- 
cepted a position with Sheldon & Co., and later 
joined the staff of Thomas Nelson & Sons, 
who at that time were the agents of the Ox- 
ford editions of the Bible and the Prayer 











Book. His success in representing this house 
led to his association at a record salary with 
W. W. Harding of Philadelphia, whose spe- 
cialty was Family Bibles and photograph al- 
bums. When this house was absorbed later 
by A. J. Holman & Co., he went to California 
as a commission man representing on the 
Coast some of the leading publishers of New 
York and Boston. He finally settled in San 
Francisco as a jobber under the name of 
Samuel Carson & Co., and for fourteen years 
did a successful business and was publisher 
of the Overland Monthly Magazine. In 1893 


| the financial panic caught Carson & Co., owing 


to the failing of the Pacific Bank, as a result of 
which Mr. Carson went into voluntary liquida- 
dation with the consent of all his creditors and 
without court proceedings. On his return to 
the East in 1893 he represented Lee & Shepard 
and later Lovell, Coryell & Co., and finally in 
1900 became head of the trade department of 
G. P. Putnam’s Sons, from which position he 
retired three years ago. 

During his unusually long connection with 


_ the book trade, covering a period of fifty-five 


years, he visited nearly every nook and cor- 
ner of the country. He was noted among the 
distinguished looking men of the trade, always 
courtly in manner and enthusiastic in work. 

He is survived by five children, having made 
his home with his eldest son, Hogarth Carson, 
for several years past in Yonkers, N. Y. 


Epwarp Cook, well known in the old-time 
publishing circles of Chicago, died on May 
20th at his home in Oak Park, Illinois. Mr. 
Cook went to Chicago in 1860. He was one 
of the organizers of the publishing house of 
Ivison, Blakeman & Taylor, which later united 
with the American Book Company. He was 
for a few years a partner in the firm of 
Jansen, McClurg & Co., later A. C. McClurg 
& Co. Mr. Cook was prominent in Masonic 


affairs and wrote much of the Masonic law for 
Masons of Illinois.
